“KOWLOON INSTITUTE FoR 
* SOLDIERS AND SAILORS, 
Stun OPEBING CEREMONY, 

The opening ceremony in connection with 
the new Kowloon Institute for soldiers and 
sailora tovk place yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of a large assemblage of ladies and 
gentlemen. ‘Tho Instituto was tastefully 
decorated with planta and bunting. For 
tha following roport of tho speeches we are 
indebted to our morning-vontemporary. 

. Tha Bev. &. G. Goldsmith, Seamen's 
Chaplaiu,explained that in 1891-he was asked 
y a friend tv erect a place at Kowloon asa 
recreation’ room, institute, and refreshment 
room, in connectios with St. -Peter’s Seamon’s 
Church, . In September of thet year the 
Goverament granted a sqnatter's licence. 
ordingly ‘ squatted ’ 1m the mat 
shed adjoining the Institute. Jt was due 
to Licut.-Geveral Barker, whis was then 
aoting as Governor, that‘the mat-shed was 
erected, and it had proved a groat. success, 
A farther advance ‘was made, the result 
helog that they had a lease granted by the 
Goveroment from firet January, 1893, for 
73 pre ata nominal rent, and tho present 
building was erected, Tho Governor had 
bean very Irind tothem so far, and he was 
Ikinder atill to come end opeo ths Inatitute,

is Excellenoy—Ledies and gentlemen, 
a few weeke ago l-recsived an invitation 
from the Rev, Mr Goldsmith to perform the.

(Applause), I 
am sore that one of his pleasantest recollec- 
tiops, when, in the course of timé: he retires 
from hia Jabours here and’ goes to’ ths old 
country, will be the opening of this instita- 
tion. t very much regret, feeling so strong- 
ly a8 I do upon the subject, that £ have not 
been asked to open the Goldemith Institute 
instead of the Kowloon Foetitute in con- 
nection with St. Peter’s Seamen's Churoh: 
There is only one little cloud hanging over 
this building, and that is a slight debt of 
$1,200, which I hope-will soon ba dispersed, 
The plate is going to be handed round this 
evening at the olose of the proceedings, and 
T ask you not to put your money on the 
plate only, but to take home one of these 
cards and fill it up for $3, or $165, and as 
mach more os you dan spore. A wise 
and liboral legislature hae placed at my 
disposal a sum of money for the’ Sen- 
evoleat Faod, and it affords. mo grout 
pleasure to hand Mr Goldsmith a cheque 
for £100, and if he will accept a email 
cheque on behalf of mysolk I shall 
be glad. (Loud applause). Now, ladies 
and gentlemen, allow mo to make a 
few remarks upon institutions generally 
and thie one in porticuler. Institutions or 
clubs for seamen and soldiers based on the 
principle of providing them with emuse- 
ment und instruction apart from the iofu- 
ence of intoxjeating drinks are deserving of 
the sympathy and support of the wealthier 
olasses. These institutions have arisen out 
of-a combination of circumstances aad feel~ 
ings which mark the times in which we live, 
aad wilt continuo to mark them ‘ia the ive 
ture. They represant the existence of wanta 
which ib-ix noteasy to supply adequately 
from any other quarter, and Mr Goldsmith 
and the members of this [natituto have act- 
ed very wisely in applying a specific remedy 
to a specific want which has heretoforo becn 
felt ia Kowloon. It may be argued that 
thoee classes whose intercsts these institu- 
tions will promota have dono very well ia 
former days without euch aid, and that they 
could do very well without i¢ now.’ To 
such carping critios I would say; not only 
that it ts absolutely necessary to improve 
tha condition ot  thodp -olnsees, but 
that it is impossibly. to prevent suol 
improvement. ‘There is a law. controlling 
our physical and moral beiog which forbids 
us to believe in the fixeidness of any aandi- 
tion of life. If men do not advance, they 
go back. If they donot grow better, they 
inevitably grow worse. This is a law Which 
reigns throughout universal nature. Every 
one must.admit that the present age is dis- 
tinguished obove'all athers by-the qualities 
to which I bave referred, viz, the desiro 
and power to advance, c 0 
gress is impossible, If it were possible it 
would not be lawiul. Such resistunco would 
amount to wilful rejection of benefits scattar- 
ed in our path by an all-wise Providenov, 
‘Let me say something more. - As to the ne. 


men to keep abreast of the times, look atthe 
valuable discoveries which have been made 
through the vast and varied fields of natoral 
acience, Look to the new powers which 
have been added to thé telescope and the 
microscope, Look to the telegraph darting 


ite messages with lightning speed through 
thousands of miles of space. Consider. the 
mighty agency of steam, the telephone, and 
endeavour to comprehend the still undeye- 
loped might nnd uses of electricity. Ip 
there-any buman. being who can say that 
his or her positiva in-the world is not affeot- 
ed by these marvels? Many years ayo Sir 
Robert Peel anid of the steam engine and 
railroad when they were in their infanoy— 
‘They aro“spécding tha intercourse between 
mind aod wind. They are creating new de- 
mands for knowledge. “They are fertilising 
the iatellectual as well as the material waste, 
Thoy ete removing: the impedimeRs whish 
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obscurity or remotencas or poverty may have 
opposed to the energy of real’merit.’
